On the day and time of the incident, I was responding from off campus. While driving code-3 to 
campus, 1 heard over the radio that shots had been fired. I arrived on campus minutes 1^ 

drove up Scholar’s Lane. As I approached the area of the Fair field canal bridge, I saw_

the bridge, I saw both Officer Lopez on top of the suspect. There was no 

one else in the immediate area around them. 


I pulled up next to them rolling my passenger window down and asked them if they were ok. 
They replied that they were ok and they had their suspect contained. Knowing that there was a 
stabbing victim in the Classroom and Office Building (COB) who also needed medical attention, 
1 drove towards the COB building. Upon arriving there and assessing the scene, I found there 
were several stabbing victims. 

As the situation rapidly unfolded with multiple stabbing victims, 1 established an incident 
command and started to coordinate the response and activities of emergency responders 
including campus operations to the the fluidness of the incident made it 

impossible for me to return to where Lopez were at. At this Lime, there 

were multiple Merced SherifP^eD^^^r^ampus^directed one of the responding deputies 
to go and standby with Officer Lopez on the bridge. 

When Officer Lopez and ^^J^vcrc separated. to the 

Command Post. I am un sure exactly on the time wheSBnooPplacSut this was when I had 
the opportunity to asked JHHmjU^ow many shots were fired and he said two. He said 
they were pretty close ancUxm^hot^h^uspect. I asked him if he was ok and he said that he 
was. 


I did not see Officer Lopez until much later that afternoon. This was the extent of the public 
safety questions, 1 asked.
